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The amendment, which changes the effective date of sections 3, 5, and 

7 from October 1, 2021 to October 1, 2022, delays the costs to the 

Department of Children and Families to FY 23. 

The amendment removes provisions of the underlying bill which 

required automatic erasure of certain juvenile police and court records 

and eliminates the cost to the Judicial Department, the Department of 

Emergency Services and Public Protection, and eliminates the potential 

cost to municipalities. 

The amendment also makes additional changes that do not result in 

a fiscal impact.
